(The following story, written by J ohn Drohan of the Boston Trav eler, 
concerns "Pepper J immy” Austin, belov ed coach of the St. Louis Ameri­ 
cans who J ust finished his sixteenth season in the big tent. Austin liv es at 
Laguna Beach and his hundreds of friends here, to say nothing of thou­ 
sands of baseball followers, will get a "kick’’ out of this splendidly writ­ 
ten article.) 


Sixteen years in the American league, and he has just as much 
“ pep” now as the day he entered the league as a member: of George 
Stalling’s Highlanders in the spring of 1909 at Macon, where the team 
trained. That’s “ Pepper” J immy Austin’s record. 
He is one ball player
